WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP). 
—China is ndét interested In buy-

BONN, April 27 (Reuters).— 
Jamming of Western broadcasts 
1o the Soviet Union and Eastern 
Europe is continuing unabated, 
despite last year's Helsinki agree- 
ment on the free flow of infor- 
mation, Sig Mickelson, president 
of Radio Free Europe and Radio 
Liberty, said today. 

He spoke to reporters after ar- 
riving from Washington en route 
to Munich to inspect the two 
stations, 

“We have noticed no Jet-up in 
the jamming in Eastern Europe 
and the Soviet Union, It has 
continued uninterrupted ever 
since Heisinki,” he said. Hungary 
and Romania, he said, are the 
only countries in Eastern Europe 
which do not jam the stations. 

Mr. Mickelson said three-quar- 
ters of the American transmitters 
were located in Spain and Por- 
tugal and added that he was 
confident that despite political 
changes these countries would 
Tenew leases on the transmitting 
bases which are due to expire 
shortly.

PRAGUE, April 21] ('WPi.— 
Ozechoslovakia is importing in- 
creasing numbers of Vietnamese 
workers. partly to tram them in 
new technologies and partly to 
offset this country’s chronic labor 
shortage. 


The sight of newly arrived 
Vietnamese taking weekend stroits 
around this old city has become 
common and most of them ap- 
parently sre working in the 
Prague area. 

A senior official of the State 
Planning Commission disclosed 
that 3,600 Vietnamese workers are 
in Czechoslovakia and 1,400 are 
on the way. 

im most cases, the Vietnamese 
will reportedly remain here for 
about two vears, learning manu- 
facturing skills. 


20.000 Foreign Workers 

. The Vietnamese are joining a 
pool of more than 20,000 foreign, 
workers already employed in 
Czechoslovakia, whose economy, 
with that of East Germany. is 
the most advanced in the Soviet 
bloc. 

About 1,500 Greek Cypriots—the 
first group imported from ἃ 
non-Communist country—are ex- 
The 
planning official said negotiations 
were under way to bring in 5,000 
to:7,000 more. 

The largest single group of 
foreign workers here are the 
Poles, about τοῦθ of them. 
Most work in factories near the 
Polish border. There are also 
several thousand Yugoslavs, Hun- 
garians and Bulgarians working 
in the country. 

“The use of foreign workers is 
not a conceptual remedy for 
our labor shortage,” an official 
said. “We believe we must rely 
basicaly on our own labor 
resources. We are using foreign 
labor to build particular instal- 
lations and for particnlar jobs, 
not on an indefinite, long-term 
basis.”

Yugoslay workers, for example, 
work directiy for Yugoslav 
enterprises under contract to the 
Czechoslovak government for spe- 
cial construction projects.

telligence or counteracting forces directed 
against its interests. But. by the same token. 
no democracy can abdicate to its Executive 
powers that could bring war to its own door- 


step or violate the rights of its citizens. This . 


constitntes the major dilemma with which 


congressional bodies have been seeking to . 


cope, and to which the report of the Senate 
Select Committee on Intelligence Activities 
is addressed. γον: 
The Senate committee has conducted it- 
self with more responsibility than the similar 
body in the House, and its proposals for con- 
gressional oversight of the intelligence com- 
munity, while not markedly different from 
those of the House body. deserve considera- 
tion. The committee, for example, acknowl- 
edges the fundamental dilemma affecting 
the relationship between secret activities and 
constitutional government: it has worked 
with, rather than against, the Executive, and 
tt does not damn, out of hand, the intel- 
ligence agencies which, it asserts “have made 
important contributions to the nation’s secu- 
rity and generally have performed their 
functions with dedication and distinction.” 
Moreover, the select committee's report 
asserts that “the competing demands of 
secrecy and the requirements of the demo- 
cratic process—our Constitution and laws— 
can de reconciled.” This should be done by 
Congress—“In consultation with the Exec- 
utive branch”—statutory restructuring of 


the inteliigence community, limitations on 
the powers. of that community, and active 
congressional oversight of its activities.

Recovery Abroad 


West Europe’s economic recovery, which 
had been lagging behind the cautious up- 
turn in the United States, evidently is be- 


ginning to lag less. In the last few weeks, - 


the indicators of growth in virtually all coun- 
tries have begun to turn more definitely .in 
the same direction: up. This is true in 
Japan as well, with the result that the in- 
dustrial world as a whole, despite the cur- 
rency difficulties of some countries, should 
how be able to look ahead to rising trade and 
mutuality reinforcing expansion. 

Except for Italy, where political uncertain- 
ties have curbed Investment and stimniated 
2 flight of capital abroad, virtually all in- 
dustrial countries now are expected to exceed 
the growth rates for 1976 predicted in De- 
cember by the Paris-based Organization for 
Econonulc Cooperation snd Development. In 
West Germany, some research institutes are 
predicting a 5 to 5 1/2-per-cent GNP rise in 
1976 and business forecasters elsewhere simi- 
larly are predicting growth rates of 1 per- 
centage point or more above the OECD's De- 
cember expectations for France, Japan and 
Britain. - 

Inflation, while still higher than normal, 
is subsiding. Even Britain, where prices 
soared 24 per cent last year. was down to a 
15-per-cent annual rate in the last quarter 
teported.

Just when it appeared that relations be- 
tween the United States and the Interna- 
tional Labor Organization were as rough as 
they could get, the House of Representatives 
proved that it cowld make them rockier still. 

By voting to kill the $25-million appropria- 
tion that represents this country’s share of 
the ILO budget for an 18-month period, the 
House has jeopardized the strategy devised 
by the Ford administration—in cooperation 
with U.S. industry and labor-—_to curb Soviet 
and Third World “politicization” of the 
agency. 

That strategy. always a dubious one, grew 
out of a long accumulation of grievances. 
ewminating in thé ILO's decision last Jane 
to grant “observer” status to the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. The administration 
served two-year notice last fail that the 
United States intended to withdraw uniess 
the ILO took steps toward internal reform. 

However. the White House emphasized that 


its hope was to achieve positive change, not 
to get out. It added that all of this country's 
budget assessments ‘would be fully met. as is 
required by international law. George 
Meany, AFL-CIO president. 2 perennial critic 
of the world organization, endorsed this 
approach. 

Both President Ford and Mr. Meany have 
sought ever since to demonstrate their sin- 
cerity of purpose. the President by designat- 
ing 8 special emissary~-Laurence H. Silber- 
man, ambassador to Yugoslavia and a former 
under secretary of labor—to seek allies in 
West Europe. The AFL-CIO chief. for his 
part, has sent letters to unions tn Asia, Africa 
and Latin América appealing for support. 

Whatever chance there might πὲ for aftir- 
mative responses at the ILO annual confer- 
ence in Geneva in June will be severely un~ 
dereut by the House's surprise decision to kill 
the appropriation. The Senate will be well 
advised to restoré the $25 million.

Mr, Needham’s 
effective on May 19. He has Been 
chairman of the exchange since 
1972, when he left his previous 
post as 5. commissioner of the 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission, the industry overseer.

Priced at par bearing 5 per cent, each note is convertible 
into one Union Bank of Switzerland bearer share of 500 Swiss 
francs nominal value. 

On the basis of today’s market value of Union Bank shares 
—2.200 Swiss francs—and an exchange rate of 2.5275 frances to 
the dollar, the notes are convertible st about 3,315 francs a at 
8 premium of 6.63 per cent. 

The issue attracted huge investment response because the 
offering gives bondholders the chance of benefiting from ap- 
preciation of the Swiss franc and the share price of Switzer- 
land's largest bank.

Senate Bill on Grain Abuses 
Faces Veto by the President 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP). 
—Legislation that would create a 
Special agency to assure that 
foreign buyers get the quality 
and amount of U.S. grain they 
pay for faces a presidential veto. 

The measure, passed 52 to 18 
by the Senate yesterday, is aim- 
ed at placing more government 
controls on the business of 
weighing and shipping grain fol- 
lowing scandals involving bribery, 
misgrading, shortweighting and 
other abuses. 

The Senate bill is more far- 
reaching than a House bill, and 
2 House-Senate conference panel 
will work out differences. Presi- 
dent Ford reaffirmed today that 
he will veto the measure if it 
goes to his desk in the form the 
Senate finally approved. 

Despite that threat. Sen. 
Robert Dole. R-Ean. said he 
thought the conference committee 
would be able to come up with a 
fina] measure “that everyone can 
support.” 

As it emerged from the Senate, 
the bill would end the present 
system under which private 
firms, many of them linked to the 
giant grain merchants, certify the 
quantity and quality of most U.S.

Net new orders for all new 
machine tools totaled $163.9 mil- 
lion in March, up 13.3 per cent 
from the February level and 106.9 
per cent higher than in March 
1918. Orders for metal-cutting 
tools, at $1225 million, were 11.3 
per cept higher than in February 
and 97.9 per cent higher than a 
year before. First-quarter orders 
were $306.2 million, up 73.7 per 
cent from the year-earlier level. 

March orders for metal-forming 
tools rose 19.8 per cent since 
February to $414 million and 
were 133.7 per cent above the 
March 1875 total. Orders for 
the first quarter. at $108.8 mil- 
Hon, were 123.6 per cent higher 
than 2 year before. 

Machine tool orders and ship- 
ments are considered a good 
indicator of industrial activity, as 
they give advance notice of any 
real pickup in industrial activity.

Cup Final Appears Too Easy for Manchester

LONDON, April 27 (DHT!.— 
Except for World Cup Nnals, the 
FA Cup Final remaing the salient 
match of the English soccer 
calendar, even when it is likely 
to be as one-sided as Saturday's 
between Manchester United and 
Southampton, Indeed. United's 
chief worry must surely be that 
the match looks too easy, much 
too good to be true, while South- 
ampton’s chief hope must reside 
in the fact that when last ἃ 
Second Division team met ἃ 
First Division team at Wembley, 
Sunderland, the underdog, beat 
Leeds to take the Cup in 1918. 


There are two further points to 
bear in mind. First, United is 
still a very young team and this 
is a match which pots pressure 
even on the most experienced. 
Secondly, Southampton has two 
very experienced players, veterans 
of Wembley, well able to raise 
their game on such an occasion: 
Peter Osgood and Mike Channon. 

For Osgood this is an oppor- 
tunity to make up for all the dis- 
appointments and frustrations he 
bas had since he left Chelsea, his 
only previous club. a couple of 
years ago, At that time he was 
one of the outstanding forwards 
in Britam, a superb finisher. a 
clever creator. winmer of 2 Cup 
medal in, 1970 when his goal in 
the replayed match at Manches- 
ter helped Chelsea to beat Leeds 
and win the Cup for the first 
and only time. 

Channon will have # double 
motive for wanting to do well: 
to hélp the Sante win the Cup, 
and also to stave off the chal- 
Jenge of the young Turks, Unit- 


ed’s splendid Jittle wingers, Steve 
Coppeli and Gordon ἘΠῚ, whom 
many would like to see playing 
for England—at Channon's ex- 
pense. 

A couple of years ago Channon 
still looked lke one of the hest 
strikers in Europe, with his beau- 
tifully rhythmic stride, accelera- 
tion, and finishing power, Now, 
a5 England struggles to rebuild 
under the controversial manager- 
ship of Don Revie, he is less wide- 
ly accepted: there’s 2 call for new 
blood. The wide spaces of Wem- 
bley always suit him, and hts 
raids down the right—so much 
bis better flank, though he claims 
he can “hit the Hne from both 
sides"—may give United's left- 
back Honston 2 difficult after- 
noon. No such match js lost until 
it's won.

Channon, meanwhile, seems 
pretty certain to be in England's 
party tor next month's Bicen- 


tennial Tournament in the United 
States, the irony of which is that 
everything about it looks atirac- 
tive gave the so-called Team 
America. It really does seem 
lamentable that, 25 years after 
America's 1-0 defeat of England 
in the 1950 World Cup at Belo 
Horizonte, it cannot even put 8. 
decent international team on the 
field. 

What it will pick, under the 
managership of the New York 
Cosmos’ English coach, Ken Fur- 
phy, is a job lot of mercenaries, 
a mere sprinkling of native Amer~ 
jeans, When Phil Woosnam, com- 
missioner of the North American 
Soccer League, boasted recently 
that in the foreseeable future all 
the best players in the world 
would be functioning in America, 
he intended no irony. But there 
was plenty. The implication of 
his words was that for years to 
come the Americans still wouldn't 
be capable of producing their own 
players.
